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Our September cover is Margaret Gilbert's reconstruction of how the courtyard of 
the King's Arms used to look. 


One of the oldest coaching inns in Deddington, T-’e Kings Arms was at one time very 
large and virtually self-sufficient. In addition to its numerous: stables, . hay 
lofts and harness rooms, it had its own dairy, bakehouse, well, piggery, and 

four cottages in the two courtyards. Two cottages and several outbuildings have 
unfortunately collapsed due to neglect, but the other two cottages have been 
combined to form the now Kings Arms Cottage in Earls Lane. This can boast to have 
been the last house in Deddington to have borne a thatched roof. A covered way 
once existed to link the two couryards and would also have given access to the Inn 
gardens which extended from the other side of Earls Lane to the back of what is 

now Benfields Garage. 


Originating in the 16th century, the Kings Arms has been added to, and subtracted 
from, a great deal over the years, but it still retains much of its old world charm 
with its wealth of exposed beams and stonework.

NOTES ON P.C, MEETING HELD ON 23RD JULY 1980 


Present: D. Ward (Chairman), K. Garrett, A. Mackenzie, R. Hayward, M. Spencer, 
R. Garvey, R. Gardner, N. Drake, M, Robinson, M. O'Neill, J. Cheeseman. 
Apologies: R. Stevens and D. Welford. 


A report from Mr. Scott was read out stating that all the trees planted in the Autumn 
were doing well and only one tree was slightly damaged. A few people would, however, be 
required to take on future responsibility for the trees. 


Castle Grounds: A meeting had taken place between Councillors and representatives from 
Ancient Monuments Dept. It seems unlikely that the Dept. of the Environment would 
approve any project which disturbed the soil of the "Outer Bailey" or any part of the 
earthworks. Any such Planning Application would be treated as a "Listed Building Consent 
Application" and referred to the D.O.E. 


An estimate of £120 - £150 was received from Mr. Bradley to fell and cut up the tree 

offered by Mike O'Neill. This price did not cover transportation and construction of 

the seats. Merely felling the tree would be £45 and it was agreed to ask Mr. Bradley 
to fell the tree and Mike O'Neill offered to deal with transportation, 


Windmill Site: 0O.C.C. had replied that the request to proceed with the lease of the 

playing fields only was not possible. Unless the P.C. could decide by 30th September 

* the whole property would be placed on the open market. It now seems that Planning 
Permission will not be granted for the land fronting Hempton Road prior to the P.C.C. imaking 
a decision on a community centre and in view of this, Mr. Bond was instructed to write 

and ask for the conditions regarding noise to be removed as quickly as possible. 


High St./New St. Lighting: The Chairman reported on a meeting held recently which was 
attended by County Council Officers and most Councillors, Briefly, the Dept. of 
Transport are the Lighting Authority for the trunk road. The P.C. were being consulted 
because 0.C.C. did not wish to put forward a scheme which the P.C.C would object to. 
They were still proposing a scheme which.,would use 8m. column mounted lights with High 
Pressure Sodium Units. Councillors again discussed this scheme and Mary Robinson 
suggested improving the Footpath lighting as a holding measure until a better scheme could 
be found, but was defeated. Norman Drake proposed that the P.C.C. accept the 0.C.C. 
Scheme but, if the P.C.C. could come up with an alternative that met 0.C.C,. standards 
then they would be bound to accept that scheme irrespective of cost. This was passed 
and a proposal by Monty Spencer that the P.C.C. accept the proposed 0.C.C. scheme was 
defeated, Mrry Robinson's suggestion for High Pressure Sodium lights instead of Low 
Pressure waS also passed, but her suggestion that the P.C.C. call a public meeting in 
order to explain the proposed scheme to the village had no seconder.

NATURE NOTES 


----O'er the grass 
Behold the spangled crowds of butterflies 
Flutter from flower to flower, ... 
John Clare. 


Butterflies in this part of Oxfordshire seem to be as numerous as ever in spite of 
reports to the contrary in some parts of the country. I found the small blue in 

some numbers fluttering around red clover and field scabious at the end of August. 

This little butterfly, the smallest of the blues, flies very low and always stays near 
to its birthplace, wandering very little. The caterpillars only feed on kidney vetch, 
so to find the butterfly one has first to find the kidney vetch. 


A willow warbler has been in our garden trees and bushes for several days. It seemed 
very friendly when I was picking sweet peas and sat in the damson tree just above my 
head and sang its beautiful song of descending notes, and my movements did not frighten 
it away. Later it was in the crabapple tree outside the kitchen window, still 
appearing to take no notice of us watching it. By ccincidence the Skemps at Clifton 
nave had a similar experience with a willow warbler in their garden. Their bird also 
shows no fear when approached. Earlier this year our orchard robin was killed 

and I am a little surprised that all through the Summer no other robin appears to have 
taken up the orchard territory left vacant from the Spring onwards. Perhaps soon 

this will be rectified, ft hope so,

lL large chopped onion . 1 chicken cube dissolved in 3 pint water 
farragon or mixed herbs. {herbs are always nicer fresh = try a mixture 
from the garden, like sage, mint, verbena, parsley tied in a bunch) 

6 ozs soured cream or plain yoghurt 


Method: Glaze the onion and brown the chicken pieces in a little oil, put in 
casserole dish and add all other ingredients except the cream. Cook in covered. 
dish at 3000F for an hour until the chicken is tender, but not falling to pieces. 
Then thicken the sauce with a tablespoon of cornflour dissolved in a little cold 
water, add cream or yoghurt, flavour with salt and pepper. This dish.can be 
prepared for a supper party and reheats beautifully. Serve with rice.

CHURCH NEWS 


tches, matches and despatches 


Birth, marriage, death. Each of these events is marked by a special church service, 
baptism, wedding ceremony and funeral service, It matters more that we should use 
these services than that.we should understand them. But the better we understand, the 
more we shall value them. 


First birth, marked by.Holy Baptism, (Baptism and Christening are two words which 
mean exactly the saine). There are about six baptisms a year in Deddington church, 
fewer than in the past, but still quite a number. Why do parents want their children 
baptised? Chiefly because they were themselves baptised once; partly because the 
erandmother of the baby wants it; partly because they want to acknowledge that their 
child is no less than a child of God; partly because they want their child to belongs 
to the Church. There are perhaps as many reasons as there are people. 


" was once summoned to a Maternity Hospital at about 11.00 p.m. The Matron said there 
was a new born baby who was very weak. She had told the mother that if she wanted the 
baby baptised, it should be done straight away. The mother agreed and chose a name, 

T baptised the baby, who rapidly grew stronger. The next day I went back to the 
hospital. The Matron seid, in a matter.of fact way, "If there is any doubt about a 
baby surviving, I always ask for baptism, Tt can't do any harm", 


Tt sounds like sunersxition, But hospital matrons are not notorious for being easily 
caken in, They use their eyes rather than the text.books. If a baby (or anyone else) 
is likely to die, then anyone.can baptise him or her. Hospital nurses should know 

this, All you need is water, You pour a little over the child's head, with the words, 
“John (or Jane or whatever name the parents want, if they can be found in time) I 
baptise you, in the name of the Father and of the Son and of the Holy Spirit, Amen”. 

That is all there is to it, But of course a priest should be called in, if possible. 

It is one of his special privileges (and delights) to baptise anyone of any age. 


It would be more logical to baptise only these who themselves choose this. The Baptists 
do this. But the fonts in our parish churches, which are suitable primarily for 
infants, have stood there is some cases for a. thousand years. There is a long and 

strong tradition in favour of infant baptism. There is more to it than this. But if 
you have.an unbaptised baby, and you are not sure about baptism, come and talk to me 
about it, As the matron said, "It can't do any harm",
